So my reasoning was that of the son George Williamson, 
of Cumberland had a bother Robert williamson,mentioned on 
p. 34 of my rough notes, and that if George Williamson of 
Chesterfield who made will in 1778 had a brother Robert 
Williamson, then it was the same Robert Williamson, hence 
the oonnecting link. And if the same Robert then the same 
George, and if so, the george mentioned in will of his 
father in 1756 in Cumberland lied in C esterfisld in 1778 
a single man, 


This error on my part was due to a rough sketoh that 
Mra. Plerrepont made among her notes showing that George 
Williamson who died in 1778 in Chesterfieli had a brother 
Robert Williamson, But when I received your letter and looked 
carefully at her notes I find where she copied the names of 
thebbothers mentioned in the will in 1778 that Robert is 
not mentioned, ani therefore no basis for my conclusions, 
The error was not in her notes mt in the sketch she made, 
and | had followed it rather than her notes that she had 
copied. Some on the comment on p,40 is a resulu ot tuat error, 


The rough notes that I am sending you are in the 
ragged condition because they were cut ani then assembled 
but I think you can fo.low them alvight, 


Williamson -(Willliam)- p, 41 penoil note at the 
bottom ofthe page is my own comment— and no record proof 
of the same, These deeds of 1752,1753 and 1755 reoite the 
fact that he is then a resident of Granville,Co, North Carolina, 
Frances Williamson in her will Dec, 30,1768 naiaes her children 
then living,and William was not living at that time,
